OTTAWA, Feb. 4—An arrest was made by the police at Windsor 
tonight of a man suspected of having set fire to the Parliament Build- 
ings. The man’s name is believed to be Charles Stroney. He was 
pianist to Madame Edvina, the Canadian songstress who was in the 
capital with her company last night. He was supposed to be a Belgian, 
but was of Teutonic appearance. 

‘*We have no definite charge to make against him,’’ Colonel Sher 
wood, chief of Dominion Police, stated tonight, ‘‘but the man was at 
Ottawa, and was heading for the United States when taken off the 
train. He will have to give an account of himself. He is not the only 
one, 

WINDSOR, Ont., Feb. 5—Charles Stroney, suspected of being 
connected with last night’s big fire at Ottawa, was arrested here this 
afternoon by Provincial Detective James Smith, on instructions from 
Colonel Sherwood, head of the Dominion Police, and is now locked up 
in the Windsor police station. An officer from Ottawa is expected’ to 
come for him tomorrow. 

Stroney, who gave his age as 28, and declared that he was a Bel- 
gian musician, was taken from a westbound C.P.R. train as it was 
about to enter the M.C.R. tunnel. He had a railroad ticket for Chicago. 
Stroney, who speaks with a decided German accent, was indignant 
over his arrest.

OTTAWA, Feb, 4-—The death list following the destruction of the main 
building of the Dominion parliament still stands at seven. Only two bodies 
have been recovered thus far, those of Madames Bray and Morin. The bod- 
jes of Deputy Clerk La Plante, Dominion constable Alph, Desjardins, Alph. 
Deajardines, plumber; B. B. Law, M.P., Luxenburg, N.S., and Randolph Fan- 
ning, still lie beneath the debris, which is piled high in the interior of the 
wails, all that remains of the historic pile. 

It is announced that a thorough inquiry will be held, and Coroner Craig, 
of Ottawa, will hold an inquest on February 17th next into the death of Mme. 
Morin, This inquest will cover all the fatalities. A jury viewed the body of 
Madame Morin this afternoon and adjourned until the date mentioned. Their 
husbands took the bodies of Madames Morin and Bray to Quebec tonight. 

All day long and all tonight the firemen have been pouring tons of water 
into the still smouldering ruins. Mayor Porter tonight put a large gang of 
men to work in an effort to uncover the bodies of the two Desjardins and 
Fanning, whose location when they were buried is known, Where the bodies 
of Law and La Plante lie may not be discovered for many days. 

The friends of persons have visited the scene of the conflagration, but 
were only permitted to view it from Weilington street, a strong guard of the 
77th Battalion, C.E.F., being mounted at the entrance to the grounds.
